My DEAR Sır In accordance with the Statutes of Arı- 
rizona 1t becomes my duty to prepare and submit this, the 
sixth biennal report of the affairs of this hospital 
The tables submitted are self explanatory and show the 
movement of the population as shown by the records Many 
obstacles have been met with owing to a lack of complete 
records and this alone 1s my excuse for not submitting a 
more satisfactory and comprehensive report 
On assuming the duties of this office, on August 26, 
1898, I found that the commitments of patients had not been 
recorded for the last eighteen months The Fifth Biennial 
Report shows one female and ten males that have been ad- 
mitted and not accounted for The records now show that 
this number has increased to five females and twelve males, 
atotalofi7 The records also show that there are 22 fe- 
males and 9 males, a total of 31 or 48, that are absent and 
are still carried on the books All of these will be dropped 
from the records in future, as they only serve to complicate 
There has been no clinical record kept since June 1893, 
leaving this most important part of the records a blank. I 
can only judge the state of health that has prevailed by the 
mortality rate, which 1s shown in table 1 
On taking charge of the Asylum I found what seemed 
to be a mild epidemic of anthrax There were no deaths or 
serious results and the disease has now almost disappeared, 
due to the improved nutrition of the patients. 
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I cannot speak of the treatment received by the patients 
prior to August 26, 1898, as there 1s no record touching upon. 
that subject. We therefore concluded that it was good. 
Since that time the conduct of all employes has been good. 
Assaults or abuses have not becn permitted. 


THE NEW DINING HALL. 


On assuming the superintendency ot the hospital I found 
that the new dining ball was nearly ready for occupancy. 
We began using the building on September 26, and found it 
a great convenience and far superior as a dining room to the 
old methods of serving meals in the wards. The only diff- 
culty in the way 1s its distance from the main building. 
During stormy and wet weather it is very difficult to march 
the patients to or from the hall without their getting wet. 

The old ward dinning rooms have been converted into 
sleeping rooms, giving accommodations to ten persons. “This 
relieves in a measure the overcrowding in the small ward 
rooms. 

‘The tables are provided with an abundance of plain but 
good and wholesome food, well cooked and tastily served. 
Side dishes have been purchased and found economical in 
saving food. An attendant is stationed at each table and re- 
quired to wait upon the patients The Asylum orchestra 
discourses music at each meal, adding much to the entertain- 
ment of the patients, at the same time seeming to quiet dis- 
turbed and excited ones. This is a new feature in asylum 
general dining room service and we have found it very satis- 
factory, and, with our dining-room dicipline, has elicited 
many handsome compliments from persons well informed in 
hospital management. 

Of the improvements on the farm or its products I can 
say but little. The ouly record of pruducts are embodied in 
the report of the Steward, which forms a part of this report. 
On taking charge of this institution, in August, we found. a 
quantity of hay in stacks; some of them had been broken 
and the hay used, On taking an inventory of the property 
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the hay on hand was estimated and is also included in the 
Steward’s report. 


THE FARM. 


The farm was found to be in a degenerate condition; 
water-grass was found to be the principal product. The 
orchard that was young and vigorous and bearing in 1893, is 
all gone save a few gnarled and unkept pear and fig trees. 
The vineyard is in a bad condition and nearly barren, only 
producing a few grapes of poor quality. 

“There is a fair report of garden product in 1897, but 
nothing was grown in 1898, except a small and late fall 
garden planted in September, which was unsatisfactory ow- 
ing to the lateness of the season and scarcity of water. 

The cemetery did not escape the retrograde movement. 
All of the ornamental stock planted in 1892 and in 1893 is 
dead. The grounds were untouched and allowed to grow 
to weeds and grass, head-boards had been knocked down 
(presumably by stock) and no new ones added, This has 
been changed recently, the grounds have been freed from all 
unsightliness, redressed and new head-boards neatly painted 
have been placed at each grave, but owing to the chaotic con- 
dition of the records we are not sure in all cases of individual 
identity. 


Other improvements in the house, on the farm and 
grounds, such as we could do without expense, have been 
done. 


The néw dining hall, laundry and kitchen in the main 
building have all been connected with the main sewer, thus 
abolishing the old cesspool just in the rear of the kitchen. 
A. new bake-ovenchas been built and thirty-four acres of land 
have beer sreded to alfalfa and wheat. The orchard and 
garden have been plowed and the grounds: prepared for 
spring crops} the grass in the front grounds has been cut 
and kept dressed; the trees and vineyard have been pruned; 
work in every department bas been pushed, that we migh- 
be ready in season for new products. 
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There are other improvements on a larger and more ex- 
pensive scale; some of which are important and call for 
prompt consideration. 

It will be observed, by consulting the table, that there 
are now (December 31, 1898,)* 188 patients in the hospital; 
this population is quartered in the room originally intended 
for 100 people. In connection with this, I desire to call at- 
tention to table No. 7, which will show at a glance thé rate 
of increase in population during the last two years. 

Of 188 patients now on hand there are very few that give 
promise of a speedy recovery. This fact taken together with 
the probable increase, it is very evident that additional room 
must be provided for their accommodation, and that speedily. 
Such overcrowding must, as a necessity, increase our mor- 
tality. i 

RECOMMENDATIONS, 


To meet this demand I would recommend that the base- 
ment wards in the east and west wings be utilized. Each 
of these wards will accommodate thirty to thirty-five patiengs 
comfortably, and by crowding, as we are now doing, we can 
take care of 100 more than at present. 

To meet the expense of this and other improvements, I 
have had careful estimates made by competent persons, 
which are submitted in this report. 

New floors are needed throughout the entire building, 
but cement floors in the basement will be more satisfactory. 

I desire to call special attention to the fact that we are 
absolutely without any fire apparatus. “The hooks, ladders, 


hose and pikes and axes placed here in 1892 have all disap- . 


peared or are so torn up that they are worthless for the pur- 
pese. I will therefore recommend the purchase of a com- 
plete refitting of this kind of apparatus, together with a small 
engine of sufficient capacity to meet the needs of this institu- 
tion. I recommend the purchase of an engire for the reason 
that the pressure from the tanks on the top of the main 
builing are inadequate, and force as well as water are neces- 
sary to extinguish fire. I would also recommend the pur- 


e H 
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chase of at least two gross of band-granades and their dis- 
tribution about the premises. The risk of fire in this build- 
ing is too great for anyone to assume the responsibility of 
going without adequate protection. Should a fire once start 
as we are now situated, it would mean the destruction of all 
the property and a terrible loss of life, as it would be impos- 
sible to stop it or get the patients out of the building. 


‘The farm machinery is worn out Sen worthless; I would 
recommend the purchase of sufficient farm implements, that 
the work may be carried on efficiently and economically. A 
barn is badly needed, as an economical measure. As we are 
now situated the horse barn is inadequate, the wagon sheds 
are poor excuses and not sufficient in area to meet the de- 
mands, ‘The estimate submitted is for a barn 52x60 féet, 
which will afford ample room for horses, wagons, buggies - 
and farm machinery. 


There is no means of heating the dining room hall; this 
will require four radiators seven feet long. 

All of the night vases formerly used by the patients have 
disappeared and old lard buckets and other tins have been 
substituted. I will recommend the purchase of at least 200 
of these. 


The purchase of a sufficient amount of blacksmithing 
tools, to enable us to do our own repairing, is recommend. 


There should bé some addition made to the ornamental 
grounds around the Asylum. Much of the former stock of 
trees are dead and need replanting. 


The replanting of an orchard of such fruits as ate known 
to thrive in this valley should receive attention at an early 
date. 


Additional machinery is badly needed in the laundry. 
'The white enameled tableware should be substituted for the 
ordinary stone China now in use; it is more durable and 
economical and makes a better appearance. Additional cook- 
ing utensils are an absolute necessity.
